S n o w Melter 
M akes Good 


A SNOW CLEARING MACHINE that 
m elts the snow as soon as it has fallen is 
in use at the A llegheny county (Pittsburgh) 
airport for a second winter s test of keeping 
runways clear. 
The snow m elter constructed by John 
B 
Sw eeney, assistant chief engineer, d e­ 
partm ent of works, consists m ainly of a 
com bustion cham ber In front of a truck, 
w hich m elts the snow, and a blade In front 
of the m elting unit, w hich pushes aside 
deep snow. 
B etw een the w heels of the 
truck there is a squeegee to remove wafer 
left after the snow has been m elted. 
T he 
snow m elting unit bum s fuel oil—about 
350 gallon* for an eight-hour period of 
operation. 
The m elter goes Into operation as soon 
as snow starts falling, and tests .-how It 
can keep ahead of any normal storm on 
the airport runway, w hich is 2,500 feet long 
by 150 feet wide. 
Experience thus far Indicates the m a­ 
chine will remove 1.000 cubic yards of snow 
per hour at a cost of less than one cent per 
cubic yard, according to Sw eeney’s report 
to the American Public Works Association.

New Jersey shore residents are 
always surprised to see survivors 
from ship sinkings brought ashore 
by fisherm an and not by tile coast 
guard or navy.

there. 
Fact is. the coast guard and naval 
patrols dare not leave their posi­ 
tions, always secure the assistance 
of fisherm en to land survivors. 


Nelson Idea Questioned 


Some business m en are looking 
askance at Mr. Nelson's new idea 
of creating Joint labor-m anagem ent 
comm ittees to consider m eans of 
increasing production. 
I t sounds 
to them faintly like Phil M urray's 
scheme to which the last CIO con­ 
vention 
pledged 
its annual

agem ent for labor.

Hawaii.
